Account Settlement 


Attorney General Wants 50 Per Cent 
of Old Sanitarium Debt by November 
30th; Council Thinks Payment Too 
Much for Conditions 


Councillors of the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Royal, No. 158, meeting in the 
council chambers at Vulcan during the 
afternoon of Saturday, August 1st, 
heard a letter read from the Attorney 
General’s department requesting a 
payment of 50 per cent, on the Sani¬ 
tarium account; long outstanding and 
' an item that has caused much concern 
for the Council. Payment of 50 per 
cent was requested by November 30th 
1936 with the alternative of a suit be¬ 
ing started against the district. Fifty 
per cent, of the amount owing would 
approximately amount to $2,100.00. 
Councillors thought that this amount 
would be more than they could handle 
at this time when crops were short 
from drought. The secretary was in¬ 
structed to advise the department 
amount of tax collections made up till 
the date stipulated would determine 
their endeavor to make the payment. 

Application for mothers’ allowance 
was received from Mrs. E. J. Scott. It 
was moved by Councillor Spaeth and 
carried that the case be investigated 
and that a report be made St the next 
meeting. 

A letter was read from the Depart¬ 
ment of Municipal Affairs regarding 
collection of seed grain liens. Moved 
by Councillor Roebuck that lists of 
seed grain lien owners be prepared 
and that the same be forwarded to the 
elevators in the district. Motion car¬ 
ried. 

, The council passed a resolution 
making a donation of $50.00 to the 
Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind. Routine bills were read and al¬ 
lowed or passed for payment as the 
case might be. 

Communication was read from Bal- 
lachey, Burnet and Heseltine of High 
River regarding a claim of one of 
their clients, C. M. Percifield for al¬ 
leged damages suffered to a horse. It 
was moved and carried that the claim 
be not allowed. .The motion carried. 
The council based its motion on infor¬ 
mation to the effect that the horse 
was not under proper control. of the 
own^r. The accident was said to have 
occurred when a number of horses 
were driven past the municipal grader 
outfit. 

Relief application was received from 
Mrs. M. Blancher of Nanton. The 
council ‘allowed $5.00 per month. 

Reeve Bennett read a report of the 
Foothills Health Unit. 

The meeting adjourned.

Party Supporters Ask for Work to 
Relieve Unemployment Situation; 

Mayor Receives No Reply from 
Dawson 

Early in July Mayor King and the 
Vulcan councillors were approached 
by three supporters of the Social 
Credit party in an effbi-t to have the 
council endeavor to have some of the 
“prosperity bond” relief work projects 
placed in town to relieve the situation 
of unemployment here^it was leaded 
by The Advocate today. At that time 
Mayor King wrote Rev. Peter Dawson, 
M.L.A., regarding the matter, but at 
this late date has received no reply] 
The letter was dated July 16th and 
copy of the same reads: “Dear Mr. 
Dawson: I have heed approached by 
members of your party here in con¬ 
nection with doing some work in the 
town to relieve the unemployment sit¬ 
uation. As I have understood it, the 
unemployed were to be put to Work 
on roads and paid in prosperity bonds. 

I also understand that this would ab¬ 
sorb the unemployed in town. Now 1 
am given to understand that the road 
work is for rural residents only. 

“Would your government therefor 
consider putting the town unemployed 
to work and paying them in the same 
manner as you are in the rural parts? 

I uderstand you are paying them $80 
per month and that it is not costing 
the rural municipalities any money. 

“Should this be agreeable to you, 
would you advise when you could meet 
the town .council to discuss this mat 1 ” 
ter?” The letter was signed by Mayor 
King. * 

It seems to be the opinion that the 
work should be divided among rural 
and town unemployed in an effort to 
relieve the situation. The town council 
are to be commended for their action 
in seeking co-operation that has not 
been forthcoming. Mayor King is us¬ 
ing every effort to have the unem¬ 
ployed placed to work under the 
scheme as soon as possible.

The crop year .from August 1st, 
1935 to July 31st, 1936, inclusive has 
ust- ended and figures have been com- 
uted by Charles Holder, C.l’.R. sta- 
lionmasfer at Vulcan, showing ship¬ 
ments from Vulcan and Kirkcaldy 
during that period and grain in store. 
During tlje’year 820,000 bushels of 
wheat was loaded in the freight yards 
and shipped to terminals from Vulcan. 
Seven thousand bushels of coarse 
grains were shipped. Carlots totalled 
434 of wheat and 4 of other grains.’ 
The total number of bushels of wheat 
in store at July 31st, 1936, was esti¬ 
mated at 185,000. 

During the same period, the five 
KirkaUiy elevators, 4 miles south of 
Vulcan shipped 275,000 bushels of 
wheat. No other grain was shipped 
from Kirkcaldy except the wheat. This 
■total shipments of wheat filled 160 
cars, all hilled through the Vulcan de¬ 
pot. Wheat in store at Kirkcaldy at 
July 31st, totalled 55,000 bushels.

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Canadian cattle. Humors have been floating that a plan of 
barter may be arrived at with Russia. It will be necessary 
in order to keep peace in Canada, that any commodities 
taken in return from Russia should not encroach on home 
marketing. No doubt a part of the duties of Hon. W. Euler 
while in Europe, will be to explore possibilities of disposing 
of cattle. The suggestion that cattle in quantity should be 
shipped to Eastern Canada has not seemed to meet with 
unqualified approval. If the statement that one-third of 
the cattle in the province should be removed is tnie, this 
means a tremendous movement of stock. And experience 
has proved that such a movement is slow, necessitating 
distribution in small lots through the maritimes and cen¬ 
tral Ontario. • Freight considerations are another factor, 
l»nd feed conditions in certain parts of Eastern Canada are 
not too promising for the stock already there. 

Some solution that would take the cattle out of the prov- 
r ince and out of Canada would come nearly meeting require¬ 
ments. Cattle at prevailing prices are not worth the cost 
of shipping to the Peace River, nor are they worth the cost 
of shipping feed in. 

The suggestion that all low class cattle be bought up at 
reasonable price, killed and processed for outside consump¬ 
tion, is one also under consideration. 

Governments are faced at present with an unexpected 
problem created by the widespread drought. This affects 
industry all-over Canada to'a greater ( or less degree, and 
affects particularly agricultural industry of all sorts. Al¬ 
though the cattle situation seems to us in the west the 
most pressing and immediate, it must be recognized as 
one of many. 

Every possible lint of action is being explored and inso¬ 
far as is reasonable,'the dominant opinion of cattle-owners 
will be met. This opinion is being canvassed thoroughly for 
the purpose of. learning how many cattle will have to be 
liquidated, how many will be yearlings, how many will be- 
retained and whether or not free freight on grain or hay 
would meet requirements. 
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During the next three weeks over one hundred 
“Crop Testing Plan" field days will be held 
throughout Western Canada. Dates and points 
are advertised daily over the radio and in the 
public press. Farmers and others are cordially 
invited to attend the meetings to observe how this 
work will improve their welfare. See the nearest 
National Agent.

The registration form if signed, promises that the signer 
will “co-operate most heartily with the government and 
with fellow citizens in providing food, clothing and shelter 
for everyone of us.” Farmers as the particular producers, 
must undertake to sell at least 50 per cent, of their pro- 
lucts (over and above what are required by their family) 
within Alberta for Alberta credit, when called upon to do 
so, provided the price is at least equal to general market 
prices. They must make prompt reports of sales when re¬ 
quired, and must make no claim for payment in Canadian 
•urrency, of Alberta Credit held by them. 

With the present limited understanding, it would seem 
that the farmer is going to carry quite an amount of Alber¬ 
ta Credit, but he cannot dispose of it by way of provincial

In a news article from Canada on 
the progress of prosperity bonds in 
Alberta, the London Morning Post re¬ 
ports: “Amongst the legal profession 
in Alberta, there is considerable dif¬ 
ference of opinion on this point. Some 
lawyers l^old that the scrip is entirely 
illegal, making those who deal in it 
liable to penalties. Others hold that 
it is legal even if not advisable. Hard¬ 
ly any business man apparently ap¬ 
proves of the plan. 

“The government has laid great em¬ 
phasis on the voluntary character of 
the scrip. But when Premier Aber- 
hart met the School Board of Calgary 
urging them to accept scrip from the 
government in lieu of cash grants, 
and pay part of the teachers’ salaries 
with it, he suggested that any teacher 
who refused to ‘co-operate’ should be 
‘dealt with.’ The vital question is 
whether shops and wholesalers will 
accept the scrip, so far the majority 
and the banks declare they will not do 
so. . '' H

At a provincial convention of. Lib¬ 
erals held at Red Deer this week end, 
a resolution was passed urging the 
federal government to take steps to 
secure an emple supply of coarse 
grains for feeding throughout the win 
ter months in view of livestock condi¬ 
tions in the west.

Ottawa, August 4—These are holi¬ 
day days at the capital, and onjy a 
handful of ministers are left to carry 
on the affairs of state. 

The portfolios of those ministers 
now overseas are spread among those 
still here; and when one or another of 
the latter go away for a few days the 
additional burden has to be assumed 
by one of the five or six still remain¬ 
ing at Ottawa. Thus we have Hon. Mr. 
Elliott, the Postmaster-General, act¬ 
ing as Minister of Agriculture; we 
have Hon. Mr. Ilsley, who is Minister 
of National Revenue, subbing for Hon. 
W. D. Euler (on his way from Russia 
to Holland) as chairman of the sub¬ 
committee on wheat.

Olsley goes down to the Maritimes for 
a few days the chairmanship of the 
(wheat committee passes along to Mr. 
Howe. What happens, if at this junc¬ 
ture, Mr. Howe also has to leave the 
capital for a few days it is a bit diffi¬ 
cult to calculate.

The government has been 
giving close attention to these matters 
The registration of the unemployed 
and the launching of schemes to re¬ 
lieve the jobless are also matters 
which cannot wait. Some progress is 
being made in that field also. 

There are now said to be 700,000 
cattle in Alberta and a large addition¬ 
al number in Saskatchewan for which 
some help will be neceksary unless 
rains come immediately and assist the 
feed situation. After a complete can¬ 
vas of the situation there are four al¬ 
ternatives: 

(a) Destroy a large number, as is 
done in the United States,. taking the 
culls out, of course, and the govern¬ 
ment compensating the farmers; 

(b) Have the canners and other in¬ 
ferior animals taken out and process¬ 
ed for sale with the assistance of the 
packing houses; (c) move feed from 
areas where it is plentiful to where it 
is scarce and (d) move cattle from 
drought areas to eastern Canada or 
some other region where its feed is 
more plentiful. The first alternative 
has been ruled out with some finality 
by the government; but it is almost 
certain that all of the other three will 
be employed to some extent. There is 
some difficulty in finding jTdequate 
feed supplies close at hafid. The usual 
surplus of hay in northern Alberta is 
said not <o be available this year. The 
packing companies have offered to as¬ 
sist in processing up to 100,000 head 
of the thinner cattle, • if guaranteed 


States May Need 
Canada Hard Wheat 


The letters sent out with the $1 en¬ 
closure were to lead the recipient to 
believe that he could stuff the dollar 
in his pocket, destroy the letter, and 
no -one would be the wiser. He was led 
to believe the addresses had been mix¬ 
ed and that the money had been sent 
to him by mistake. The experiment 
cost the McClure publishers a few dol¬ 
lars, but the information gained was I 
well worth the price. 


A shortage of hard wheat in the 
United States would necessitate some 
importation from Canada, Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace told a press 
conference. He declined to predict how 
much wheat would be brought in from 
Canada but called attention to predic¬ 
tions in trade circles of about 40,000,- 
000 bushels. 

Indications were the United States 
would have a wheat crop approximat¬ 
ing the domestic demand, other than 
the shortage of hard wheat. There 
would be a surplus of soft white wheat 
in the Pacific Northwest, he said. 

Possibility the country might have 
its smallest com, crop since 1881 was 
raised by Wallace as the current 
drought pushed the agriculture de¬ 
partment’s price index on farm pro¬ 
ducts to the highest level since Sep¬ 
tember, 1930. 

Corn, Wallace said, was practically 
gone in parts of Nebraska, Iowa, Kan¬ 
sas and Missouri. Rain, or the lack of 
it, during the next 10 days could make 
a difference of as much as 400,000,000 
bushels in the harvest. 

The secretary said he thought the 
general situation better than in 1934, 
the last great drought year. “We had 
a good crop of oats of excellent qual¬ 
ity. There is a larger hay supply. The 
number of pigs and cattle which must 
be fed is smaller.” 

Cattle prices had held up in spite of- 
heavy movements to market. Surplus 
carry-overs of farm products with the 
exception of cotton, had been elimin¬ 
ated. He predicted some immediatet 
increases in vegetable and dairy pro¬ 
ducts prices but did not think they 
would be as large as had been sug¬ 
gested in newspaper dispatches.
